On Full Support of Students 

Major campaigns at Vancouj-cr and Otlaua will be slmring 
allcntion of thc.^IcGiÙ GraâjMtcs' Society witli tlic Students' 
nink-Atiditoriùin Campaign' during Ulic h tlircc luohllis. Ob- 
jectives in these two cities àré by coincidence S5000 each, or equal 
to the $10,000 objective of tlic StucIents' Campaign. Ottawa grad- 
uates raised $11,700 last.ycar while the total in Vancouver went 
to S10,500, and the follow-up c'anipaigns were held over until this 
Ume owing to local conditions which made jpring campaigns im 
practicable. 

STUDENT ACHIEVEMENT •! 
IMPORTANT - 

Important as' the Ottawa and 
Vancouver situations are, however, 
the graduates most active in the 
general campaign who have been 
emphatic in pointing out that the 
$10,000 obJecllTC of the StudenU' 
Campairn, large though it may be 
for the students' commUtec to 
achieve, Is worth many times its 
nominal' or face value as a promo- 
tional aid to sliraulate tlie efforts 
nf the out-or-to>«-n committee, par- 
ticularly in the United States. 

The President of the Society, Dr. 
C. J. Tidmarsh, and Mr. Eric A. 
Leslie, Past President .of .Ihc Soc- 
iety and Chairman of the Executive 
Committee "of ' the .^ar 'Memorial, 
recently sent in reports of their 
visits to branches of the Society 
In Western Canada and the Pacific 
coast of the United States. The 
Vancouver situation had not been 
too vigourous, and it was only, 
reference to. the $l6,0O6 Siudeiits' 
Campaign' objective' which indupcd 
the Vancouver committee to ac- 
cept their $5,000 objective which, 
added to the Ottawa effort, would 
equal what the students arc doing. 
500 B.C. GRADS TO HELP 

The feeling clearly was that i( 
the students were willing to dig 
in for the >10,000, the Vancouver 
graduates, ' although numbering 
only SOO, would Join, .with Ottawa 
In matching the student effort. 

The Students' Campaign, details 
of which were reaching Mr. Leslie 
as they developed, was also used 
with very good effect in Los- An- 
geles and San Francisco where 
objectives of $2,000 and $1,000 
were adopted by these groups. A 
member of the Los Angeles branch, 
Dr. Thomas Kcay, has recently 
witten to \hc Campaign Secretary 
to point out that news of thè Mc- 
Gill effort had greatly impressed 
a number of his closer associates 
and that they were now consider- 
ing a more or less private effort 
among themselves • to ■ swell by a 
considerable margin the present 
Los Angeles objective. 

Wherever officers of the Society 
go, the questions most frequently 
asked arc "What are the students 
dolngT.Are they Interested 'in -what 
we are trying to do for therh? How 
much do they seem to want this 
new rink-audllorium?" 

News of the Students' Campaign 
is currently being sent out to more 
than 60' cities -outside - Montreal, 
and the final bulletin, announcing 
complete success lor Chairman Bud 
Triyett and his associates on the 
students' committee, is certain to 
promote actively renewed efforts 
everywhere.

Pliilosoplicrs iiavc iicid to tlic old adage that- 
life is what you make it. We, at college, can cer- 
tainly not deny that our lives both individually 
and collectively on campus arc contingent on 
what we arc prepared to put into them.

In 1930 tho Winged Wheelers 
marched on to win the Allan Cup. 

When M.A.A.A. dropped out of 
Senior ' competition Dave moved 
over to the Vies, one of the fight' 
ingest teams in Montreal's hockey 
history.
